Porto Rican Liberty Plea 
Disapproved by Coolidge 


President Biames Alleged Ills on People Themselves, in 
Reply to Resolution by Legislature—Points 
Out Progress Made Under U.S. Control. 


(Associated Press.) 

Agitation in Porto Rico for complete 
internal independence is based “on a 
complete misunderstanding of concrete 
facts,” in the opinion of President Cool- 
idge, who holds that the tlls now beset- 
ting the Island have resulted from in- 
judicious use by Porto Ricans of their 
freedom, for which they were “barely 
prepared.” 

Writing to Gov. Horace M. Towner in 
reply to a resolution adopted by the 
Porto Rican legislature, and to a cable- 
gram signed by the president of the 
senate and speaker of the house, ap- 
pealing for freedom to devise means of 
recovering from what is termed the 
“grave economical situation” existing 
there, Presicent Coolidge said: 

“The Porto Rican government at 
present exercises a greater degree of 
sovereignty over its own internal affairs 
than does the government of any State 
or Territory of the United States. 

“Without admitting the existence of 
a ‘grave economical situation’ in the 
finances of the government of Porto 


Rico, the present difficulty, which it is 
hoped is but temporary, is exclusively 
the result of the exercise by the elected 
representatives of the people of Porto 
Rico of an authority granted by the 
present very liberal organic law. 

“The responsibility of the United 
States, as distinguished from that of 
Porto Rico, is, at most, that officers 
appointed by the President in Porto 
Rico may not have exercised power 
legally placed in their hands to veto or 
make ineffective acts of the Porto Rican 
legislature.” 

The cablegram to Mr. Coolidge re- 
quested that the little country be con- 
stituted a “free state” and not a “mere 
subjected colony,” and to that the 
President replied that “giving Porto 
Rico greater liberty than it has ever 
enjoyed, and powers of government for 
the exercise of which its people are 
barely prepared can not, with propriety, 
be said to be establishing therein ‘a 
mere subjected colony.”

“I saw him when he came in last 
night,” the boy continued. It was the

‘Senator Calls on Republicans 
“To Come Forward and Lift 
Obligation of Shame.” 


COMMITTEE INACTIVE,

Has on Hand $5,000 Offered;

Calling upon Republicans over the 
country to “repudiate” the #8160,000 
contribution of Harry F. Sinclair, oil 
operator and lessee of Teapot Dome, to 
the Republican campaign fund of 1920, 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, set out last 
night in a lone hand endeavor to raise 
the funds to pay off Sinclair. 

The Idahoan announced his course 
after submitting a request several days 
ago to the Republican national com- 
mittee to collect the money and return 
it to Sinclair. He said yesterday he 
was going ahead independently ‘“be- 
cause the committee has not acted.” 

In lieu of his earlier appeal to the 
party leaders, including Chairman Will- 
iam M. Butler, of the national com- 
mittee, to wipe out the Sinclair con- 
tribution, the independent action of 
Borah was not regarded iast night as 
without political significance. How- 
ever, he did not make any attack on the 
present party heads in a formal state- 
ment which he issued outlining his 
program. 

Consults With Friends. 


“After consulting with friends to- 
day,” his statement read, “I have con- 
cluded to make an effort to raise this 
money. I have already received some 
contributions voluntarily and offers of 
more. 

“It does not seem to me that it is a 
matter about which we can delay ac- 
tion. To hesitate is almost as bad as 
to not act at all. Not over a dozen men, 
perhaps, knew of this transaction until 
recently, but it is now known and it 
ia up to the party to repudiate the 
whole business and do so without delay. 

“I shall appeal, therefore, to Repub- 
licans over the country to come for- 
ward and lift this obligation of shame. 
The money will be deposited in the

Rate Changes Urgent. 


Among the proposed amendments 
Was One to direct the superintendent of 
insurance to order fire insurance pre- 
mium rates to be reduced from time t 
time, so that the percentage of revenue 
from premiums not paid out for fire 
losses, shall be no greater. in the 
trict than the average thereof through- 
out the United States 

It was stated in the counclil’s report 
the bill that only 38 per cent of col- 
lected premiums are paid out in losses 
in the District, whereas 55 per cent ts 
the average: paid throughout the Na- 
tion.

MEASURE APPROVED 


Senate Action on Tyson Bill 
Effects Emergency List 
Outside Service. 


Tne Senate yesterday passed the Ty- 
son bill making disabled emergency of- 
ficers of the World War eligible for re- 
tirement benefits. As originally in- 
troduced, the bill provided these bene- 
fits only for Army officers. As finally 
approved, it takes care of Navy and 
Marine Corps officers as well. The bill 
now goes to the House. 

Under the terms of the bill, all per- 
sons who served as officers of the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps during 
the war, other than officers of the 
regular service, shall be placed upon a 
separate retirement list with the rank 
they held when they were discharged. 
However, they must be rated within 
one year by the Veterans’ Bureau as of 
not less than 30 per cent permanently 
disabled. 

The bill calls for an expenditure of 
$4,939,125 annually. About 3,223 emer- 
gency officers will benefit by it.

THE YAWPING MINORITY, 


Three Government commissions have re- 
cently been subject to violent criticism, in- 
cluding the charge that they are so consti- 
tated am to nullify the purposes for which 
they were established. Judged by the state- 
ments of these critics, the Tariff Commission, 
Federal Trade Commission and _ Interstate 
Commerée Commission are now composed of 
men whose deliberate aim and purpose it is 
to set at naught the theories and acts under 
which they were created: The case, the 
public is told, is. hopeless unless the injunc- 
tions of the critics are heeded and the entire 
system is reformed. 

There is always a tendency on the part of 
the minority to insist that the actions of the 
majority are all designed to bring the world 
to an untimely end. It is, perhaps, a privilege 
that should in some instances be allowed those 
who find themselves at variance with the 
views of the majority, but when the yawping 
is directed at established branches of the Gov- 
ernment it is well to consider the facts in the 
case, 

What may be said for or against the Tariff 
Commission makes but little difference. It is 
an appendix in the body politic that was in- 
serted for no very solid reason and since its 
establishment it has done little to demonstrate 
its utility. The Federal Trade Commission, 
however, does fulfill a necessary function and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission is vital, 
provided that it can be freed from the political 
interference that has come to light in the dis- 
pute over the lake cargo case.

SHIPS AND MARKETS. 


Control of foreign markets is dependent 
upon possession of domestic carriers. Not only 
is this axiomatic in maritime commerce, but it 
is the principle upon which the trade im- 
portance of this country was built up during 
the years of its early growth. The prosperity 
that followed the close of the War of 1812 is 
directly traceable to the work of the American 
privateer in opening up new ports for trade, 
as well as to the unexampled feats of the 
country’s ships of war. From that period to 
the Civil War the commerce of the United 
States carried the flag to the four quarters of 
the earth. The ships that made the shipyards 
of the Atlantic ports famous did phenomenal 
work in extending the commerce of this coun- 
try, both with Europe and the Far East. 

The Civil War, which left the Nation too ex- 
hausted for active participation in the evolu- 
tion of the steam-driven ships and caused it to 
drop into dependence upon foreign countries 
for. the carriage of its wares, was in this re- 
spect a most serious set-back to, the creation 
of an American marine; just as it retarded the 
development of a modern navy until the first 
proposals in that direction were made in the 
President Arthur.

BUSINESS IMPROVING. 

Col. Leonard P. Ayres, vice president of the 
Cleveland Trust Co., believes that general busi- 
ness conditions are improving. “For several 
years,” he says, “there have been four funda- 
mentals of American prosperity so truly basic 
in character that general business has im- 
proved or declined about in proportion as their 
combined contributions have been favorable or 
unfavorable.’”’ These four factors are the 
condition of ease and availability of credit 
accommodations, and the conditions in three 
fundamental businesses — automobiles, steel 
and iron and building construction, 

Credit accommodations at the present time 
are reasonably satisfactory. Interest rates are 
not as-low as they were several months ago, 
but they are at fairly reasonable levels. Credit 
is available for business uses on easy terms. 
During February a greater tonnage of steel 
ingots was produced than in any previous 
February, both in average daily output as well 
as total production. It is well known that the 
automobile industry is humming along at a 
more than satisfactory rate, and that it antici- 
pates bettered business with the opening of 
the spring buying season. Building construc- 
tion, according to Col. Ayres, is starting off 
the year at close to record figures, and pres- 
ent prospects are that 1928 will be another 
year of very large volume of new construction. 

Encouraging as Col. Ayres’ statement is, it 
is notable for an omission. In years gone by 
predictions of bettered business conditions in- 
variably took into consideration the activities 
of the stock market. Col. Ayres might well 
have pointed to the market as indicating im-

SUPERPOWER. 

During the last ten years, and partic- 
ulerly during the last five, the United 
States has witnessed an amazing inter- 
connection of existing electric systems 
into several great units of distribution 
physically though not financially con- 
nected. The consumer has benefited by 
these interconnections, says the New 
England Bureau of Public Service In- 


formation, because the price of elec- 
tricity has been constantly downward 


during the last fifteen years, despite 
the increased cost of living. The recent 
announcement of the interconnection 
of electric systems, stretching from 
Maine to the Middle West and south to 
Florida, covering, as it does, more than 
75 per cent of the manufacturing area 
of the United States and an equally 
large percentage of its population, may 
lead some unthinking people to assume 
benefits which can never be realized. 

It does not mean that power gener- 
ated at one end of this chain will ever 
be used at the other end, but, rather, 
that if.a power company located at one 
end, or anywhere along the line, has a 
surplus of power, either unappropriated 
or temporarily available, and some other 
company in that territory needs excess | 
po~ the effect can be had by the 
company with the excess power passing | 
it along to the next company in line, | 
which will use that power and pass a | 
like amount of its own power to the) 
ane beyond, until it reaches the com- 
pany needing the power. 

The grc.t advantage of this physical 
interconnection of plants lies in the as- 
surance of continued power at any sec- 
tion in case of emergency or in cas* of 
a larger demand than can be immedi- 
ately taken care of by the local com- 
pany. It also means that electric com- 
panies will not have to spend so much 
money for reserve equipment to meet 
emergencies. Reserve equipment is ex- 
pensive and any reduction means less 
capital charges to be borne by tr elec- 
tricity sold and is one of the factors 
whigh have enabled the electric light 
and power companies to reduce gradu- 


ally. the price of electricity.

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OBSTRUCTING FIREMEN. 


The unusual problems of whether or 


| not a citizen has a right to protect his 
|property from the fire department will 


be placed before the Middlesex grand 
jury for solution when that body con- 
venes next week, observes the Boston 
Post. This is as a result of the decision 
of Judge Arthur P. Stone, tn ihe third 
district court at East Cambridge, yes- 
terday, in the case of Robert E. Cun- 
niff. 

According to the testimony in the 
case, Cunniff’s truck caught fire, ‘The 
story told in court by fire officials is 
that the apparatus was called by an 
alarm, that a fireman attempted to 
pull the floor boards of the truck out 
with an ax to get at a smolder, and 
that Cunniff pulled the fireman eff the 
truck. 

Joseph Tierney, a hoseman, testified 
that he was the fireman pulled off the 
truck. He said that h2 used an ax 


| to get out the floor boards and that ne 


found a pair of gloves and some burlap 
smoldering under the boards. Cunniff 
said to him, he testified, “Where do 
you think you are, in Russia?” 

Cunniff then said that the truck 
was worth $6,800, and that when the 
truck caught fire he used fire extin- 
guishers on the truck to put out the 
fire. When the engines arrived, he 
said, the fire was out, and he told the 
firemen so. He was trying to protect } 
his property from the axes of the fire- 
men, he said, and he testified that he 
believed he had a right to do av. 

Judge Stone found probable cause 
and held Cunniff for the grand jury. 
The statute under which Cunniff faced 
the court covers the interference with 
the work of firemen, and provides, in 
the last sentence, that whoever pre- 
vents or obstructs the extinguishing 
of a fire shall be punished by sentence ~ 
up to seven years in State prison, two 4 
and one-half years in the house of 
correction, or by a $1,000 fine. .

Reserve Bank Statement, 


The consolidated statement of condi- 
tion of the Federal Reserve Banks on 
March 14, made public by the Federal 
Reserve Board yesterday, shows de- 
creases of $9,800,000 in holdings of dis- 
counted bills, of $1,800,000 in United 
States securities, of 817,300,000 in Fed- 
eral reserve note circulation, and $18,- 
900,000 in cash reserves, while it re- 
veals increases of $4,800,000 in holdings 
of bills bought in open market and wf 
$1,000,000 in member bank reserve de- 
posits. Total bills and securities were 
$6 800,000 below the amount held on 
March 7, 

The principal changes in holdings of 
discounted bills were decreases of $13,- 
400,000 at New York, $9,900,000 at Chi- 
cago, and $4,100,000 at Atlanta, and en 
increase of $9,000,000 at Philadelphia. 
The system’s holdings of bills bought 
in open market increased $4,800,000, of 
certificates of itndebtedness $8,600,000, 
and of Government bonds $1,800,000, 
while holdings of Treasury notes were 
$12,000,000 below the previous week’s 
total.

CHICAGO GRAIN. 

Chicago, March 15 (A.P.).—Activity 
in the corn market took on large pro- 
portions today and export business wid- 
ened out at the highest prices yet, on 
the present crop. Decreasing receipts 
of corn and unfavorable weather for 
corn movement were contributing fac- 
tors in turning the corn market upward 

Closing quotations on corn were firm, 
44c to %@%c net higher, with wheat 
4c to %4c off; oats at 4c decline to an 
equal advance, and provisions varying 
from 7@10c setback to a rise of 2c. 

Corn traders gave special attention to 
the circumstances that foreign buyers 
appeared to be following advances in 
price and that premiums being paid to | 
obtain immediate delivery of corn have | 
increased to a material extent within 
the last week. Particular notice was 
also directed to messages indicating | 
that export business not ohly in corn, 
but. in oats aS well, was being done at 
the season's highest quotations. Mean- 
while, primary arrivais of corn today 
totaled only 906,000 bushels against 
1,661,000 bushels a week ago. 

Another stimulus to buyers in the 
corn market was an assertion that some 
corn taken in on March contracts here 
had been ordered sent to Baltimore and 
Philadelphia for export. The bulk of the 
corn sold abroad today was understood 
to have been obtained at the Gulf of 
Mexico, where bids were at a new top 
figure, 8c over the price of Chicago May 
delivery. 

Beneficial rains and snow West and 
Southwest, especially in Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Colorado, had a_ bearish 
effect on the wheat market. During the 
last part of the day, however, there was 
no decided selling pressure On wheat, 
the strength of corn acting as more or 
less of a counterbalance. Besides, Ar- 
gentine wheat exports for the week 
showed a falling off, compared with the 
week previous and also with a year ago. 

With a good export business under 
way in oats and also in barley, the oats 
market averaged higher. 

Provisions were somewhat easier as a 
result of hedging sales for packers.

NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, March 15 (A.P.).—-Early 
selling on reports of rains in West Texas 
was absorbed by trade buying and cov- 
ering in the cotton market today. 
contracts rallied from 18.65 to 18.80, 
closing at 18.79. The general market 
closed firm, at net advances of 3 to 9 
points, 

The opening was barely steady at a 
decline of 2 to 6 points on Nauidation, 
combined with local and Southern sell- 
ing. Relatively easy Livernool cables 
and reports of rain in est Texas 
seemed responsible for the offerings, but 
buying by trade interests and shorts on 
the decline steadied the market. After 
selling off to 18.54 for March and 18.15 
for October, prices rallied slightly on 
covering. 

There were rumors that part of the 
buying here was to fix prices on spot 
cotton bought in the South, and after 
early offerings had been absorbed, con- 
tracts became comparatively scarce. A& 
a result, the market was inflyenced by 
comparett ts small buying orders, and 
the best prices of the day were reached 
in late trading when March sold at 
18.69 and October at 18.30. Closing 
prices were within a point or two of 
the best. 

Reports heard here during the after- 
noon said about 25,000 bales of spot 
cottom have been purchased in the 
Scuth for shipment to Russia since the 
beginning of last week, some estimates 
placing the amount at slightly higher 
figures. 

Spot interests were buyers of May 
contracts again during the day. and 
there was further switching from near 
to .late months, but without much 
change in differences. At the close May 
was 51 points over October, compared 
with a difference of 49 ints’ at the 
close the previous day. ere seems to 
be some doubt here as to whether the 
rains in West Texas have been suffi- 
cient to compensate for the deficiency 
of precipitation during the winter, and 
the forecast was for lower temperatures 
without any mention of further rains. 

Private cables said trade calling had 
absorbed hedge selling in the Liverpoo! 
market and also reported ncrease 
cloth sales for India, with fair demand 
for cloths at the Shanghai auctions.

States with all the rights and privileges 
of other citizens of the United States.” 

Declaring that prior to the American 
occupation the Porto Rican people had 


received practically no training in self- 
government or the free exercise of the 
franchise, Mr. Coolidge continued: 

“We found the people of Porto Rico 
poor and distressed, without hope for 
the future, ignorant, poverty stricken 
and diseased, not knowing what consti- 
tuted a free and democratic govern- 
ment, and without the experience of 
having participated in any government. 

“We have progressed in the relief of 
poverty and distress, in the eradication 
of disease, and have attempted, with 
some success, to inculcate in the in- 
habitants the ‘basic ideas of a free 
democratic government. We have now 
in Porto Rico a government in which 
the participation by Americans from the 
United States is indeed small. 

“We have given to the Porto Rican 
practically every right and privilege 
which we permitted ourselves to exer- 
cise. 

“We have now progressed to the point 
where discouragement is replaced by 
hope, and while only 30 years-ago one 
was indeed an optimist to see anything 
promising in Porto Rico, today one is 
indeed a who can see any rea- 
sonable human ambition beyond the 
horizon of its people.”

“My objection to 
limiting the scope of the antiwar treaty 
to mere wars of aggression is based 
partly upon a very real disinclination to 
see the ideal of world peace qualified in 
anyway, and partly upon the absence 
of any satisfactory definition of the 
word ‘aggressor’ or the phrase ‘wars of 
aggression.’ It is difficult for me to see 
how a definition could be agreed upon 
which would not be open to abuse.

Russia May Urge U. 8, Plan. 


Geneva, March 15 (A.P.).—There was 
some commotion in the ranks of old- 
time league disarmament workers when 
the preparatory committee of the disar- 
mament conference met today for the 
second time. This stir was caused by 
rumored designs of Maxim Litvinoff, ’ 
head of the Russian delegation; Count 
von Bernstorff. of German; the Turkish 
delegates, and Hugh S. Gibson, Amert- 
can Ambassador to Belgium, and head 
of the American delegates. 

The Russians were represented as 
ready to fall back on Secretary of State 
Kellogg in case their disarmament 
scheme was rejected and to ask the 
committee to adopt the American Secre- 
tary of State's proposa)] for a general 
agreement to outlaw war. Maxim 
Litvinoff maintained an enigmatic 
smile, but remained silent. 

Count von Bernstorff admitted that 
he would press the committee to act 
on the proposal that all countries must 
publish annually a full list of their 
armaments. 

Ambassador Gibson, it was said, would 
insist on action being taken on the 
uncompleted draft of the disarmament 
convention, drawn up last year and 
left over for the powers to think about, 
The ambassador said that the Amerte 
can delegation was here to cooperate 
with the others; he saw nothing to be 
gained by trying to force things if the 
other delegates thought that the pace 
ought not to be quickened. 

Turkey is a newcomer; what it has 
in mind is not definitely known. 

The old league disarmament workers, 
after six years of effort, displayed some 
alarm at the idea that they might be 
forced out of their stride. They seem 
to agree that a year when general elec- 
tions are to bs held in several of the 
most important countries interested is 
a bad one to complete this kind of 
work, 

Jonkheer J. Loudon, of Holland, who 
presided, opened the session by saying 
that security pacts were the only means 
of preparing for disarmament. He de+ 
clared the Russian proposal failed to 
take into account the present state 
of mind throughout the world.

NOYES DENIES NEGRO 
VOTE WOULD CONTROL 


Colored Persons Not in Ma- 
jority in Single Precinct, 
He Declares, 


_ Mearings on the Dyer resolution pro- 
¥iding for a constitutional amendment 

_% permit Washingtonians to vote for 
President and Vice President and to 
elect representatives in Congress were 
completed yesterday by the House judi- 
clary committee. The committee will 
mow hold executive meetings to decide 
whether it will make a favorable report 
om the measure. 


Proponents of the resolution were 
heard yesterday. They were Theodore 
W. Noyes, chairman of the joint citi- 
wens’ committee on national repre- 
gentation; Jesse C. Suter, vice chair- 
man of the joint committee and chair- 
Man of the committee on national rep- 
resentation of the Federation of Citi- 
wens Association; John B. “olpoys rep- 
resenting organized labor here; Paul E. 
Leech, attorney for the joint committee, 
and. former Representative John H. 
Small, of North Carolina, who is mak- 
ing his residence here. 


Brings Up Negro Question. 


“It is suggested persistently,” Noyes 
told the committee, “that the Wash- 
ingtonian should not be Americanized 
because one-fourth of the District’s 
population is classed by the census as 
megro. It is argued that this percent- 
age means negro political domination 
of the District and renders unfit for 
participation in the National Govern- 
ment the entire population, including 
the three-fourths of whites.” 

Noyes denied negroes would hold the 
balance of political power, and then 
quoted statistics to prove his assertion. 
If Washington is unfit for the franchise 
Because of its 25.1 negro percentage, he 
said, then many other cities also are 
unfit, including Norfolk, with a negro 
percentage of 37.5; Richmond, with a 
percentage of 31.5; Atlantic City, with a 
percentage of 21.6, and Baltimore, with 
@ percentage of 14.8. 

He pointed out that Washington’s 
Regro ppoulation has been decreasing 
for 50 years. In not one of the four- 
teen precincts here, he said, are negroes 
in the majority. 


Cites Negro Progress. 

“The assumption that the quarter 
population of negroes politically will 
dominate the three-quarters of whites,” 
he said, “that one negro is politically 
stronger than three whites, inflicts an 
undeserved, humiliating slur upon the 


400,000 whites of the District today. 

“The assumption that the negro is 
eo hopelessly and incurbaly unfit for 
Americanization that as a quarter ele- 
ment of the population he infects with 
' Bis unfitness the whole community un- 
deservediy and insultingly slurs the 
megro of the District.” 

No element in America, Noyes de- 
elared, has, since 1870, shown greater 
progress in radically reducing illiteracy 
and in industry and thrift than the 
negroes in the District. In the World 
War, he said, the percentage of enlisted 
megro soldiers was distinctly greater 
than the negro percentage of the Dis- 
trict’s total population. 

Noyes emphasized that the Dyer res- 
elution merely empowers Congress in 
its own discretion at some future time 
to grant representation to the District. 


Colpoys Favors Suffrage. 


Mr. Colpoys told the committee that 
Organized labor was strongly in favor 
ef giving the District the vote. 


65,000 in this city were behind the 
Dyer resolution, which, he said, would 


@an be found in our country today.” 

Mr. Suter denied several of the state- 
ments made previously by Grover W. 
“ayers, leader of the opponents of the 
Dyer resolution. 
_ Suter said that the opponents of the 
Fesolution were themselves divided, 
@nd he branded many of their ideas as 
“musty and jllogical.” The Dupont 
Citizens Association, he described as 
an aristocratic organization which 
geems to prefer a monarchy. The as- 
pociation is opposed to national rep- 
Pesentation. 

Mr. Lesh also criticized the oppon- 

ts of the resolution, describing two 
, them as “internationalists.” Some 
of them, he said, are the kina of people, 
Who, placed in a community that had 
the franchise, wouldn’t vote anyway. 


Small Makes Plea. 


FVormer Representative Small made an 
eloquent plea for favorable action on 
the Dyer resolution. The committee had 
decided to adjourn, but out of cour- 
tesy to him agreed to hear him for five 
minutes. At the outset, he pointed out 
that the Dyer resolution in no way lim- 
ited the power of Congress where the 
District is concerned. Congress, he 
gaid, would still legislate for the Dis- 
trict, but, in doing so, would have the 
advice of the men the District elected 
to the Senate and House. 

It is fundamental, he said, that when 
@bligations and burdens are placed on 
@ people, that people should have a 
woice in the government imposing such 
burdens. If “taxation without repre- 
gentation” was enough to cause the 
American Revolution, he said, it should 
have some force in the plea now being 
mede by the citizens of the District for 
fepresentation.

BRIDE SUBMITS HIS BILL 
FOR LAND CONDEMNATION 


Measure Replaces Commis- 
sioners With Additional 
Judge and Jury. 


EXPLAINS IN STATEMENT 


Corporation Counsel W. W. Bride 
yesterday submitted to the Commis- 
sioners a bill proposing to change pro- 
cedure in condemnation of land for 
District purposes, by substituting pro- 
ceedings before a judge and jury for 
the present proceedings before a con- 
demnation commission of three mem- 
bers. The bill provides also for addi- 
tion of a new judge to the District 
Supreme Court. In presenting his bill 
Bride said in a written report: 

“We wish to make plain that the 
proposed law should be considered only 
on this condition—that the provision 
for an additional justice remains as 
set forth. Unless the additional justice 
is prcvided for it is recommended that 
no change be made in the law. 

“It is difficult at present to obtain 
the service of a justice to hear cases 
which are now tried in open court. If 
all condemnation cases are to be heard 
before the court without the appoint- 
ment of an additional justice for the 
purpose we should be at a greater dis- 
advantage than at present. The lesser 
of two evils would be the present law. 

“There are several reasons for the 

roposed changes. Under our present 
aw, «Db cases of magnitude or impor- 
tance, involving a number of property 
owners several counsel appear in be- 
half of the owners. At any hearing 
with a number of counsel participat- 
ing, questions of law and the admissl- 
bility of evidence continually arise. 

“The condemnation commissioners 
are not qualified to pass on such ques- 
tions pnd as a consequence, unless the 
representative of the District contin- 
uously delays proceedings by certify- 
ing every question in dispute to the 
court for decision, the attorneys for 
the owners may get before the com- 
missicners every matter which they 
wish to adduce whether admissible or 
not. 

“Improper evidence, even if subse- 
quently excluded by the court on mo- 
tion of counsel for the District, is 
bound to have telling effect upon the 
minds of the commissioners, and to 
influence their verdict accordingly.”
